“For nearly a quarter century 
you served on the Superintend- 
ing School Committee — four- 
teen years as Chairman. 
“You helped mold an educa- 
tional system that has been the 
envy of many larger municipalities. Imnnumerable hours, 
often at great personal sacrifice in time and health, have 
gone into the planning of courses, school buildings and 
means of attracting and holding good teachers. 
“When your help was needed for development of long- 
range planning, you accepted appointment to the Plan- 
ning Board and willingly assumed the Chairmanship... . 
“When Dr. C. Earle Richardson, founder of Brunswick’s 
first hospital, felt he could no longer carry the burden, 
you assumed the responsibility. You operated Brunswick 
Community Hospital until joined by a small group of 
citizens in an effort to provide the area with modern, life- 
saving facilities. 
“You were one of the founders of Regional Memorial 
Hospital and have been one of its major benefactors. 
Gifts of money and land provided space for expansion of 
the original fifty-five bed unit and establishment of the 
hospital’s first laboratory. Presently you are in the 
process of providing your medical colleagues with one of 
the finest medical libraries in Maine... .”

To the Honorable Municipal Officers and Citizens of Brunswick: 


Presented herewith is the Annual Report for 1969 concerning the 
231st year of incorporation as a town. The twenty-second report of the 
Brunswick Sewer District is also included. 


The year 1969 was a notable one in the history of the town in as much 
as it was the last year in which town government operated under the 
town meeting form. A Town Council-Manager charter was adopted 
which took effect in January 1970. It is interesting to note that the 
voters had considered proposed charters seven times since 1858 before 
taking favorable action. 


The town continued to make progress in several areas. The low-rent 
housing picture began to look much more favorable. Other municipal 
accomplishments are noted on a following page under “Highlights of 
1969.” 


The year 1969 was also one in which Brunswick began to feel the 
effects of the general economic slowdown. A large shoe manufacturing 
plant closed, Topsham Air Force Station closed, and other lay offs 
plagued the area. The rising cost of local government drove the tax rate 
up to $32.00 as compared with $27.00 the previous year. At this writing 
the region is awaiting the federal government’s decision on the Destroy- 
er DX contract. 


Municipal revenues exceeded estimates by $9,508; total departmental 
expenditures exceeded funds appropriated and available by $489. At 
the end of the year a balance of $46,215 remained in the Unappropriated 
Surplus account, but this balance is not sufficient to allow a portion of 
these funds to be used against 1970 expenses. 


Sincere thanks to the many citizens of the community who have given 
unsparingly of their time, as well as to the employees and department 
heads. It is because of these people that progress is shown.

As the severe blizzards experienced in February became memories, 
the Public Works Department began to make improvements through-. 
out the Town. Dunning Street and a portion of School Street received 
a face lifting; new storm drain facilities were added in many areas 
of the Town, sidewalks were constructed in selected areas, and roads 
in the country received an application of tar for the first time ever. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

This year essentially completed a program under which all streets 
and roads in town will receive a new wearing surface of tar or as- 
phalt every three years if needed. Hacker Road Ext., Prince’s Point 
Road and the Bridge Road were primed and sealed with asphalt for 
the first time thereby reducing the mud and dust problem. This places 
the town in the pleasant situation of having very few remaining roads 
that are not paved. Longfellow Avenue received a surface of bitu- 
minous concrete over its entire length and also curbing on its easterly 
end. Sidewalk work was accomplished in residential areas for the 
most part, but in 1970 some emphasis must be placed on the sidewalks 
along the Maine Street business district. Late in the fall the Deep 
Cut Bridge received major work thereby eliminating yearly mainte- 
nance problems. Some 45 young trees of various species were set out 
throughout the built-up portion of town in an attempt to replace 
those lost through disease and old age. 


PERMANENT STREET CONSTRUCTION 


Construction began on School and Dunning Streets in the latter part 
of July and once the tree problems were reconciled, work proceeded 
smoothly. As in the past, these streets received a new gravel base, new 
storm water drainage facilities, bituminous concrete curb, new side- 
walks and the base course of pavement. Because of delays caused by 
decisions on the trees, the contractor was unable to schedule the final 
surface pavement on the roadway. This will be placed in early 1970 
along with completion of the loaming and seeding. 

A short additional section of Progress Road was constructed early 
in the summer. Work on this project is incomplete because the pro- 
posed industry has not materialized at this time. 


STORM DRAIN CONSTRUCTION 


Storm drainage work was accomplished on many streets and roads 
this past year:

All of the above areas were subject to flooding during periods of 
moderate rainfall and thereby caused driver and pedestrian problems 
and at the same time this causes pavement deterioration. Some of 
the above projects appear to be minor but to the adjacent property 
owners they were a major problem. 


TOWN ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


-~Minor work was accomplished on the Woodside Road and more is 
proposed in 1970. The work performed in 1969 and that proposed will 
eliminate dangerous corners, narrow areas and an area where the 
edge of the road is only some 10 feet from a dwelling. It is further an- 
ticipated that work can be undertaken in the Maine Street — Pleasant 
Hill Road area to correct a narrow roadway and drainage problems. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 

In recent reports little has been mentioned about winter mainte- 
nance but last winter was not an average winter! The two storms ex- 
perienced in February brought back memories of the winter of 1952. 
The equipment and personnel of the Public Works Department per- 
formed above and beyond that usually asked. Two new plow units 
were purchased this past year which will allow the department to 
cope with these severe storms more efficiently.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Police protection is provided by a uniformed force of twenty-two | 
men ably backed up by three civilian clerk-dispatchers. Additional } 
service is provided by special officers, school crossing guides, and a 
police matron. 

The department took advantage of as many training opportunities as 
possible in 1969. Particular areas of training included narcotics, legal 
medicine, pistol training, riot control, first-aid, and constitutional law 
for police.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The provision of ambulance service to the town was undertaken by 
the department during 1968. The first full year of ambulance opera- 
tion, therefore, was 1969. The department responded to 434 ambu- 
lance calls during the year. All men have received training in emer- 
gency ambulance rescue work. The department has received a num- 
ber of letters from citizens appreciative of the ambulance service 
provided. 
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The total number of fire calls showed a decline in 1969. Depart-

The closing of the SAGE installation in Topsham has reduced the 
number of fire fighting vehicles in the area available to combat large 
fires. Mutual aid is practiced with Bath, Naval Air Station, Topsham, 
Freeport, and Lisbon Falls, and is of great value to all communities 


concerned. 


Emphasis was placed on overhauling and testing the fire alarm 


system in 1969. 


Personnel and Training. Departmental strength stands at twelve fire- 
fighters, two captains, deputy chief, and chief. A civilian dispatcher 
handles the call board during the day. Vital additional manpower is 
furnished by the volunteer force numbering about 26 dedicated men. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT AMBULANCE 
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Training has included fire administration, fighting of forest fires, 
pump operations, advanced ambulance operators school, and pre-fire 
planning and sketching. Critiques are held on recent fires, and films 
on fire fighting and prevention are provided at the station on a regular 
basis. 


Planning 


The successful presentation of a complete revision of the Zoning 
Ordinance highlighted the year 1969. Town Meeting voted its approv- 
al of the recommended ordinance in June. This action culminated 
many months of study by the Planning Board, the professional con- 
sultant, and the Town Attorney. 

Thirty-one meetings and hearings were held during the year by the 
Board in the conduct of its duties. The primary concern of the Plan- 
ning Board, as set out in the Maine statutes, is the development and 
maintenance of a comprehensive plan, and the further development of 
those procedures and ordinances required to guide community devel- 
opment within the framework of the overall plan. 

The Board voted to retain the services of William Dickson Asso- 
ciates, Town Planners, to aid in the revision of the comprehensive 
plan. 

Other areas of consideration by the Board included: 

Discussion of historic zoning. 
Approval of a seventeen-lot residential subdivision. 
Completion of soil survey maps. 


Approval of mobilehome park developments totalling 279 addi- 
tional mobilehome sites. 


Bath-Brunswick Regional Planning Commission. 


Brunswick is an active member of the regional planning commission 
along with eight other area communities. 


The commission employed a full-time executive secretary in 1969, and 
established offices in Brunswick. A first year work program was devel- 
oped and planning consultant retained. Two reports were completed: 
The Bath-Brunswick Region and DD 963, and Initial Housing Element 
which outlines the commissions work related to housing for the next 
three to five years. 
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Town Clerk 


The Town Clerk has the responsibility for all vital statistics, official 
town meeting records, and election records. This office dispenses many 
different licenses and permits, and serves the citizens in numerous ways.

Major commercial permits in 1969 include an 80 bed nursing home. 


The first full year of residential inspections under the Housing Code 
was completed. 674 dwelling units were inspected. Units found in non- 
compliance numbered 156, and of these 75 units were brought into com- 
pliance by the end of the year. 


Electrical permits issued totalled 222. 


All construction and use of property must be in conformity with the 
several local codes and ordinances. During 1969 the following number 
of violations brought action by the Codes Enforcement Department: 


Building Code 35 
Zoning Ordinance 23 
Housing Code 156

Other violations were noted and resolved without legal notice being 
necessary. 


ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board held 13 meetings in 1969, considering 86 appeals, of which 
62 were granted, and 24 were denied. This citizen board continues to 
serve an important and often difficult function for the community. 
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Brunswick Public Library Association 


The Curtis Memorial Library ended the decade with a renewed effort 
to improve service to the town. The severe space problem was tackled 
by shifting some of the collection, by removing some of the tables in the 
children’s room and adding stacks, and by putting more books in the 
“Directors’ Room.” While all this detracted from the appearance of the 
Library (and confused the patrons) it did make room for some 1500 
new items. We use the word “items” because in 1969 the Library 
bought, for the first time, some non-book material, some 125 recordings 
for the nucleus of a classical, folk, rock and spoken word collection. That 
collection, plus a small corner for paperbacks, were well received by our 
patrons. 


March town meeting appropriated money to the Library for the ser- 
vices of a library building consultant and for architect’s plans for the 
expansion of the Library based upon the recommendations of the con- 
sultant. The Directors of the Library Association engaged Mr. Francis 
Keough, Director of the Springfield, Mass. Public Library, whose report 
was received in the fall. The report pointed out that “the building was 
wholly inadequate to meet public library demands of Brunswick in 1969 
or the future.” The consultant urged that the Library space be more 
than tripled, that it should have a public meeting room, a new entrance 
from Middle Street and that the Directors consider bookmobile service 
at some time in the future. A building committee consisting of four 
Directors, two members of the new town council, the Town Manager 
and the Librarian was formed. 


The Bowdoin College Campus Chest presented to the Library a gift of 
$400 earmarked for children’s books. This was our only major gift for 
the year, since there were no Federal funds available. The Bowdoin gift 
filled the shelves temporarily, for heavy borrowing by nursery schools 
continued to tax the picture book collection. Free films from the State 
Library were brought by the Librarian to the Coffin and Longfellow 
schools during Children’s Book Week and were shown at the Codman 
House that same week. 
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| k During National Library Week the Friends of the Library arranged 
| an interesting and entertaining evening with author J. Harvey How- 
ells. Mr. Senter gave the Library one of his windows for a display of 
books. The Library is indebted to the Friends for a successful pre- 
school story hour, for good library publicity and for keeping the Library 
supplied with flowers and greens the year round.

COFFIN POND 


‘The steadily growing amount of leisure time at the disposal of Ameri- 
can people and the strong tendency to devote an increasingly large share 
of that time to both outdoor and indoor recreation has drastically 
changed the program patterns of community recreation over the past 
10 years. In Brunswick new and interesting activities being offered are 
increasingly basing their emphasis on the interests of the individual 
and not the masses. 


Our program is still strong in the area of team and league sports such 
as baseball and basketball, but equal attention is now being placed in 
Recreation activities such as cake decorating, trampoline, tennis, judo, 
riflery, oil painting and skiing. 


Development Program — Over the past two years the Recreation Com- 
mission has developed a maintenance program geared to bring the Rec- 
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reation Center to the minimum standards which should be met in a 
building that is designed to serve such a broad spectrum of Brunswick 
citizens. 


The outside grounds have received an extensive face lifting. New 
modern safety doors have been installed to insure the safety of all occu- 
pants. Badly needed tile floors were layed down over the old worn surface 
and new modern fixtures were installed in all of the restrooms. Many 
new and popular pieces of Recreation equipment have also been installed 
over the past two years. New wall and lifting weights in our fitness room, 
new glass backboards, climbing apparatus and ping pong tables are a 
few of the more popular pieces. 


Other areas of development this past year include new playgrounds 
at Coffin Pond, Youth Development Center on Water Street and a small 
tot lot at Hambleton Avenue. A new wading area, floating dock and picnic 
area are at Coffins Pond. 


Senior Citizens — The quarters at 47 Maine Street have indeed pro- 
vided a fine, centrally located place for senior citizens to meet. New 
friendships have been made and two weddings have been celebrated in 
the past year. Recreation opportunities are ever present here as well as 
opportunities to learn and teach special skills. 


Since its start in April 1968 under a Federal Grant, fewer and fewer 
of our older citizens are seen shivering on the street corners and park 
benches. They gather instead at the Senior Citizens Club where there 
is sociability and entertainment so appropriate for those on fixed in- 
comes. While many of the members have been lifelong residents of 
Brunswick, we are now serving more and more newcomers. Older mem- 
bers of Air Force and Navy families find the Evergreens Club a place 
away from home where they can feel at home. 


The Program Supervisor is at the Club five days a week and operates 
the establishment with the aid of volunteer hostesses. The “‘stints” are 
a three hour period and no hostess serves more than once a month. 
Their duties involve answering the phone and registering new mem- 
bers. Their most important function is to bridge the gap between two 
generations and this they do very successfully. 


Youth Development Center Program — The Youth Development Center 
retarded program has enjoyed use of our gymnasium at the Recreation 
Center each Monday. 


Under the direction of Priscilla Mann the program at the YCD on 
Water St. has greatly expanded in the past year. With the addition of 
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their new playground the school will now enjoy a Summer Recreation 
Program similar to the ones enjoyed at the other Brunswick Play- 


grounds. 


New Meadows Boat Landing — In 1969 clearing and construction 
started on the new boat landing that is located off the Bath Road on the 
New Meadows River. This 18 acre site will be the first public salt water 
boat launch area for the town and will also include extensive rest room, 
picnic and parking facilities. 


Again, accolades to all of our other town departments for being so 
cooperative in the past year, especially the school and public works 
depts. who share the use of buildings and vehicles and have allowed us 
to offer many new and interesting programs that would have otherwise 
had to be greatly curtailed. 


Highlights of our 1969 program show that our ice skating program, 
because of the lack of snow, showed a great increase in attendance. Our 
Ski and Hallowe’en programs also showed attendance increases for the 
year. The greatest program attendance increase for the year, however, 
was at Coffin’s Pond. The addition of the new facilities and equipment 
last year more than doubled all existing attendance figures. Total at- 
tendance figure for 1969 was 267,228, up 50% over the previous year. 
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Public Welfare

The total cost to the Brunswick taxpayer for performing the welfare 
function was $60,566. 


Beneficial Programs 


The Work Incentive Program and the Concentrated Employment Pro- 
gram were utilized to advantage in Brunswick in 1969. Both programs 
have as their goal the reduction of unemployment and underemploy- 
ment. They are designed to bring disadvantaged persons to the point 
where they can become trained, employed, and self supporting members 
of society. A certain sum of money is paid weekly to enrollees as long 
as they remain active in the program, or until they become self sup- 
porting. 


Currently, four public assistance mothers in Brunswick are travelling 
to Portland daily to earn degrees in specialized training. Two other 
mothers are waiting for training course to commence, and two more 
are attending classes to obtain high school equivalency diplomas. More 
interest in these two programs is expected in the future. 


Surplus Food 


The welfare office continued to supervise the distribution of federal 
surplus foods. Twenty-two separate types of food were distributed in 
1969. The average number of people served monthly was 283, as com- 
pared with 269 the previous year.

Public Health 


HEALTH OFFICER 


During the months of February, March and April free immunization 
clinics were held in cooperation with the Brunswick Public Health Nurse 
and the Head Start Nurse. 


These clinics which offered immunization against Polio, Small Pox, 
regular Measles, Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, and Tetanus were con- 
sidered successful because we had a higher percentage of locally under- 
privileged children participating. 


All infectious diseases occurring within the Town and reported to the 
Health Officer were recorded and notice of same transmitted to the 
State Department of Health and Welfare. 


All reported health hazards were investigated, studied and appro- 
priate resolutions instituted. 


All establishments serving food within the Town were inspected for 
necessary sanitation facilities and appropriate PPA TE: requested 
when necessary. 


The quality of the water from the Town Common well continues to 
be satisfactory. 


The number of reported health hazards requiring investigation con- 
tinues to increase as do the number of establishments requiring in- 
spection.

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Industrial Development 


Industrial emphasis during the past year, as in previous years, has 
been to assist local industry to expand and prosper, to maintain a har- 
monious relationship with the State of Maine Department of Economic 
Development and its Industrial Division, to maintain and improve our 
industrial committee’s readiness and capability for extensively briefing, 
in a convincing manner, industrial clients considering locating in the 
Brunswick area, and to seek out and persuade new industry to come to 
Brunswick. In addition the past year has witnessed a series of economic 
setbacks in our trade area and the Industrial Committee has been active 
in attempting to minimize both the impact of the lay-offs on our labor 
force and on our community’s economic well-being. 


During the period of this report a Naval Air Station Patrol Squadron 
was decommissioned, some 115 Naval Air Station civil service employ- 
ees were laid off, the Topsham Air Force Station employing over 500 
military and 100 civilians was decommissioned, and Maine Shoe Corpo- 
ration operations, employing approximately 250 men and women, was 
terminated. The Industrial Committee, working closely with the Maine 
State Employment office and the Naval Air Station, caused a labor sur- 
vey of the business area to be made which was of material aid in plac- 
ing many of the laid off employees. 


Of material aid and benefit in describing the town of Brunswick 
to prospective industrial tenants of the Maine Shoe building was the 
excellent new Industrial Brochure published by the Committee in March 
of 1969. To date this valuable industrial tool has been distributed to 
some 90 individuals, industrial representatives, firms, and prospective 
business clients and the Industrial Committee has received high praise 
for the professional manner in which this document has been assembled. 


Two new industries are physically located in Brunswick because the 
Industrial Committee held control of certain parcels of attractive in- 
dustrially zoned land. This control has permitted the Committee in 
both instances to influence type of construction, landscaping plans and 
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general final appearance in such a manner as to insure compatability 
with the overall appearance of the community. 


Our community, despite certain industrial changes which have oc- 
curred in recent months, remains economically healthy and attractive 
to new industry and there is every reason to look forward to the bene- 
fits of controlled industrial growth in the coming year. To this end the 
Industrial Committee will continue aggressively to advance the indus- 


trial cause of the town. 


The Industrial Committee meets frequently and is immediately avail- 
able to confer with any person or corporation evidencing industrial in- 
terest in our community. The Committee is prepared to display avail- 
able land and buildings as well as to discuss in detail such items as the 
local labor market, wage rates, effluent disposal, commercial water capa- 
cities, transportation availability, tax rates, etc.

Tax Assessment and Collection 


The Assessing Function is the discovery, listing, appraising and 
equalization of property for the purpose of taxation. The result of the 
assessing function is known as the assessment and it is the apportion- 
ment of the Town Budget requirement among the various property 
owners. This function is performed by the five-man Board of Assessors 
with the assistance of the Town Assessing Officer and his staff. 


THE 1969 ASSESSMENT 


The Town Budget requirement of $2,372,363.00 was met by com- 
bining the valuation of $74,957,600 and 26438 Polls (tax $7,929) with 
the Tax Rate of $32 per $1,000 to produce an assessment of $2,398,6438.20 
and thereby an overlay of $26,280.20 or 1.1%.

The tax collector’s office issued 8,151 motor vehicle excise tax receipts 
in 1969 in the total amount of $151,759.52. This represents an increase 
of 820 receipts and $16,528 as compared with 1968. 


The Nathaniel Davis Fund 


The Town of Brunswick has the benefit of a bequest made in 
1933 by Samuel Gross Davis as a memorial to his father, Nathaniel 
Davis. The income from this bequest shall be used each year for 
“the pleasure of its inhabitants as the government of Brunswick 
of that year shall decide.”

New borrowing in the amount of $61,000 was authorized by vote of 
March 1969 Town Meeting to finance the installation of four mobile 
classrooms, and $21,000 was authorized for the purpose of planning an 
addition to the public library. The money for the mobile classrooms was 
borrowed at an interest rate of 5.74%, and serial notes were issued with 
the final payment in 1973. The money for the library planning has not 
as yet been borrowed. 

Payments totaling $45,000 came due on the Municipal Building notes 
in 1969. The amount of $40,000 was refinanced at an interest rate of 
5.50%, with final payment in 1973. 

Principal payments on outstanding bonds and notes totalled $119,500 
in 1969. 

General obligation debt outstanding in December 31, 1969 is $1,211,- 
500. The legal constitutional debt limit is $5,621,820. 

Funds in the amount of $1,700,000 outstanding at any one time were 
borrowed in anticipation of taxes, and completely repaid at the end of 
the year. Interest payments on all borrowings cost the town a net of 
$74,769.58 in 1969.

Brunswick Housing Authority 


During the year 1969, the Brunswick Housing Authority has seen 
rapid advancement of its planned and authorized projects. 


An Executive Director, Mr. J. C. Townsend, was engaged on a part 
time basis starting April 1. By November 1 this had developed into a 
full time job covering three separate and distinct projects. 


Planning for the 100 unit high-rise primarily for low-income elderly 
was completed in 1969. Bid opening on August 20 resulted in discov- 
ery that bid amounts were over statuatory room cost limitations. Re- 
vision of plans and a reduction in room costs were effected and the con- 
struction contract was readied for signing. Unfortunately signing was 
not accomplished in 1969 but was delayed until January 19, 1970. Prog- 
ress on this project should be rapid and no further delays are antici- 
pated. 


The submission of the Program Reservation to build 100 units of 
housing for low-income families was submitted in April of 1969. Ap- 
proval by HUD for construction of 50 units was received in November 
1969 and proposals opened on December 2, 1969. Work on plans for 
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this is continuing and hopefully construction will be started in the sum- 
mer of 1970. 


The third project of the Brunswick Housing Authority involved leas- 
ing of housing for low-income families. The Town of Brunswick had 
authorized leasing of 50 units. This program was funded by HUD in 
late November of 1969 and the first leased units obtained and families 
placed in early December 1969. Work is continuing and expectations 
are that all fifty units will be leased and occupied by mid 1970. 


In December 1969 the resignation of two Commissioners became ef- 
fective. After long and faithful service, Miss Almoza Leclere and Mr. 
Thomas Libby submitted resignations to take seats on the newly elected 
Town Council.

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Report Of The Superintendent Of Schools 
To: The Brunswick School Board and the Citizens of Brunswick: 


Actual pupil enrollments at the beginning of the 1969-70 school year 
were 1563 High School, with 570 tuition pupils ; 772 Junior High School 
Students; 1721 Elementary School Pupils — total 4056, an increase of 
54 pupils over 1968 enrollments. 


It is projected that the school year 1970-71 will produce 1580 High 
School Students; 770 Junior High Students; 1770 Elementary pupils, 
total 4120 — an estimated increase of 64 pupils in the system. The es- 
timate does not include any effect of DX, or of St. John’s transfers. 


Fiscal operations for 1969 revealed a black balance of $6,600.08, but 
this included use of $6,600 from the Contingency Fund in the Instruc- 
tion Account. The School Department managed to live within the 
$100,000 March, 1969, Town Meeting reduction of School Appropria- 
tion requests. However, several worthwhile programs had to be post- 
poned, including a reduction in the Teachers’ salary schedule. 


SOME NOTEWORTHY DEVELOPMENTS 


1. The Adult Volunteer Program at the elementary school level is 
progressing very well. Talent within the community is extensive and 
quite available. Much credit is due to Mrs. Dorothy Anderson for her 
ability to organize, her ability to understand school and teacher needs. 


2. A group of High School Students have been particularly helpful 
at the elementary level — working with pupils having mathematics and 
language problems, i.e. working with Foreign Language speaking chil- 
dren. 


8 The Video Taping of classroom instruction, in part under the 
Multi-Media Federal Project, has the dual effect of upgrading our own 
program as well as providing an outlet for the sharing of materials with 
other school systems. 


4. The Junior High School Administration and Faculty are further 
developing their CORE program for the slow learner — revising the 
program to meet the special needs of each new group of students. Co- 
incidentally, it should be noted that the Junior High needs additional 
space for Art, Shop, and Home Economics if CORE program develop- 
ment is to progress appreciably. The Junior High is also engaged in the 
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discussion and implementation of facets of team teaching — to fit the 
special needs of the local Junior High School. 


5. Brunswick High School should benefit greatly in the anticipated 
Computer Instruction and Use Program with Bowdoin College, sched- 
uled for September, 1970. 


6. Teachers quartered in the Mobile Units report very favorably on 
the mobile unit environment for the Kindergarten and Grade One 
classes. 


A HOPE OR TWO FOR 1970: 


1. Indeed, it is important that the Citizens of Brunswick be more 
strongly concerned with the financial support of local schools that should 
come from the State and Federal Governments. Since there appears to 
be little likelihood of a broader loca] Property Tax Base, one must look 
to the next echelons for support. It is hoped that many people will 
work for so-called “outside” support through Legislators in Augusta and 
the Congressional Delegation in Washington. 


2. In reviewing the changing late ’60’s and anticipating further prob- 
lems of change in the early ’70’s, it is expected that the various interests 
and publics within the Community will work cooperatively for Better 
Schools. There are likely to be broad changes in School Personnel, both 
Teaching and Administrative. As these changes occur, it is hoped that 
the young people — the students — will benefit. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the Town Manager and his Staff, 


the various departments under Mr. Bibber’s responsibility for their 
cooperation in 1969.

COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash 


Page forty 


was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of recorded 
cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements fur- 
nished by the depositories and/or by direct bank confirmation. An 
analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures and 
negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were ex- 
amined for a selected period. Verifications were utilized, on a test 
basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of receipts retained 
by the collector. Debt, trust and capital reserve fund transactions and 
investments were examined. The general school financial transactions 
were reviewed and records supporting tuition charges were checked. 
Surety bond coverage was determined. 


The town clerk’s records, as pertained to financial operations, li- 
censes and fees, were checked, as were police department, public health, 
recreation and building inspectors records pertaining to revenue items. 
The minutes of the selectmen’s meetings were reviewed as pertained to 
financial matters. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The operations for the year showed a net gain of $9,019.39, which 
was accounted for as follows: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $68,522.51 
Unexpended Balances 68,033.81 
Net Overdraft 488.70 
Actual Over Estimated Revenue 9,508.09 
Gain In Year » 9,019.39 


The larger overdrafts occurred principally in the public works, in- 
terest and tax abatement accounts. The major unexpended balances 
were in the overlay, general government, education, public safety and 
contingency accounts. 


The actual revenue amounted to $1,389,371.09, as compared with an 
estimate of $1,379,863.00 for the year. The net increase in revenue ap- 
peared principally in the excise taxes, tuition and State of Maine — 
group insurance dividends, railroad and telephone tax, and governmen- 
tal school subsidy accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial state- 


ments: 


ASSETS ... The cash balance of $2,879.14, which included special 
funds of $2,489.14, was on deposit in local banks. Change and petty 
cash funds of $390.00 were on hand. The treasurer’s general cash ac- 
count showed an overdraft of $42,644.93 at the close of the year. Ensu- 
ing year revenues and tax anticipation loans issued in 1970 relieved 
the situation. 


Accounts receivable totaling $18,674.59 were comprised principally 
of expenditures due from the State of Maine and municipalities for edu- 
cation and welfare. 


Taxes receivable totaling $169,269.10 consisted for the most part of 
current year accounts of $128,314.26. The remaining balance of $40,- 
954.84 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 1961. Tax liens and 
tax acquired property amounted to $4,733.80 and $3,390.24 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... Accounts payable 
totaling $12,091.22 represented unpaid charges applicable to the current 
year which had been paid at audit date. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance of $82,- 
387.05 representing various operating and nonoperating account bal- 
ances which are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Other reserves include the recreation fund, tax receipts held in es- 
crow, tax prepayments, municipal celebration and commemoration fund 
and an amount due the capital reserve fund. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $46,214.65, a decrease of 
$3,141.02 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by the 
authorized transfers to contingency funds and the elm tree removal 
account less the excess of actual over estimated revenue and a Federal 
Government pro-rated payment 1967/68 subsidy. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding serial notes of $209,500.00 
and bonds of $1,002,000.00 which mature during the ensuing twelve 
years. 


TRUST FUNDS... Funds held in trust by the town totaled $138,172.- 
37. This amount represented principals of $128,526.85, unexpended in- 
come of $7,614.42 and a net gain of $2,031.10 which has been realized 
on exchange of securities. The funds are invested for the most part in 
various stocks and bonds. 
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CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS ... The capital reserve fund for the 
replacement of equipment totaled $12,809.21. The amount of $3,761.61 
was on deposit in the Brunswick Savings Institution and $9,047.60 was 
due from the general fund. 


GENERAL... The townspeople authorized the transfer of surplus 
funds for various purposes as well as a transfer of $7,500.00 from the 
public works permanent street construction account for elm tree remov- 
al. Authorization was also granted to issue notes for the purchase of 
mobile classrooms, for architect fees to prepare plans for an addition 
to the Curtis Memorial Library and to refinance a portion of the 1961 
new town building obligations. 


The finance committee authorized a transfer of $6,600.00 from the 
school contingent account to the education instruction account with the 
provision that at least an equal amount is unexpended in the remaining 
schools appropriation accounts. In this respect, the education accounts 
showed an unexpended balance of $6,600.03 at the year end. 


It was noted during the examination that school secretarial salaries 
of approximately $12,800.00 had been charged to various accounts 
rather than to the customary instruction account. 


A transfer of $5,500.00 from the general contingency account for 
repairing the Deep Cut Bridge was also authorized by the finance com- 
mittee. 


In departments where it was believed that accounting procedures 
could be strengthened, recommendations were made to the responsible 
officials.

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Report Of The Trustees 
Brunswick Sewer. District 


No major sewer construction projects were commenced in 1969; it 
was perhaps best characterized as being a year in which the big gains 
made in recent years were consolidated. 


The Trustees and employees of the District were extremely sorry 
that it was necessary for William H. Farrar to request that he not be 
reappointed as Trustee when his term expired. Mr. Farrar had been 
Treasurer of the District ever since it was established in 1948. Donald 
Caron was appointed to fill the vacancy left by Mr. Farrar. 


TREATMENT PLANT 


The sewage treatment plant completed its second full year of opera- 
tion. The year was highlighted by the plant and its operators being 
given the 1969-70 “Award of Merit for Primary Treatment Plants” 
by the Maine Water and Air Environmental Improvement Commission. 
This award recognizes the effectiveness of plant performance and the 
efficiency of the plant operators in maintaining and operating the plant. 
Only one such award is given each year. 


Comparative plant statistics include the following: 


1969 1968 
Total gallons treated 801,661,000 672,169,000 
Average Treatment cost per 
million gallons $46.40 $45.81 
Gallons of sludge removed 1,216,000 1,067,000 


The increase in gallons treated results largely from the fact that 
1969 was a year of heavier rainfall than 1968, and this is reflected in 
the amount of flow through the plant. 


It should be recognized that this plant provides primary treatment, 
and as the classification of the river is upgraded, “‘secondary” treatment 
will also have to be installed. The design of the present structure will 
allow this to be done at minimum cost. 


The treatment facility continues to provide a popular tour for school 
children interested in the need for pollution control. About 450 students 
were noted in 1969. The public is invited to visit the plant, on Pine Tree 
Drive off Jordan Avenue, at any time. 
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PLANNING 


As was noted in the previous annual report, plans were developed 
in 1968 for strengthening the collection system in preparation for ex- 
tending service into the growth area of the community southerly of 
the present urban section of town. The financing of this proposed work 
remains a serious problem because of present high interest rates, even 
with the possibility of certain H.U.D. federal grant funds. However, 
the Trustees recognize the need to continue to move ahead, and they 
have tentatively authorized a 1970 project which will increase the ca- 
pacity of the main collector sewer leading to the treatment plant. 


SEWER CONSTRUCTION 


Sewer laterals were constructed to meet housing development needs 
as follows: 
431’ Baribeau Drive Extension 8° Pipe, slip 
822’ Colonial Drive 8” Pipe $2,460.71 
429’ Weymouth Street (West of Stanwood) 8” Pipe $1,483.36

FINANCES 


Revenues increased nearly $6,200 in 1969 to a total of $201,756. 
Operating expenses decreased by nearly $12,230 as compared with 
1968. Heavy maintenance expenses encountered in 1968 were not re- 
peated in 1969, and this fact largely accounts for the decrease. 


The first payment on the principal and interest of the 1968 bond 
issue was made. After deductions for all bond and interest payments, 
the district incurred a net loss for the year of $15,131. 


Bonds in the amount of $30,000 were retired making the total bonded 
obligation of the district $750,000. 


The final payment of federal grant funds on the treatment plant 
project was received allowing notes payable in the amount of $110,000 
to be retired. The final federal payment of $112,128 made a total of 
$466,428 which the district received from the Water Pollution Control 
Administration towards the pollution control project. The district be- 
came eligible for a 3% federal bonus because of Brunswick’s partici- 
pation in regional planning; this resulted in an additional $42,400 
above the federal grant originally anticipated. The final State of Maine 
grant was received in the amount of $69,725, making a total contribu- 
tion from the state of $424,025. 
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The cash position of the district was strong at the end of the year 
-with $59,800 invested in U.S. Treasury Bills. 


GENERAL 


The district added 21 new services in 1969 and lost one service be- 
cause a dwelling was razed, for a net increase of 20 customers. The to- 
tal number of services is 2,173. 


The 104th Legislature approved a charter amendment which will 
allow the district to extend its services into the growth area of the town 
southerly of the present urban area. 


The trustees meet regularly on the second Monday of each month at 
4:00 P.M. and welcome the attendance of anyone who may wish to 
attend.
